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DREDGING COSTS.

THREAT TO BALBRIGGAN 
HARBOUR. 


Unless the Board of Works is prepared to 
contribute half the cost of dredging, as here- 
tofore, Balbriggan Harbour may have to be 
closed. ‘The last dredging operation cost 
£200. 

At the weekly meeting of the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board yesterday a letter was 
received from the Department of Lands and 
Fisherits inquiring whether the Board was 
prepared to meet the entire cost. of dredging 
the harbour. ‘The Chairman (Mr. C. E. 
McGloughlin) said that the receipts from 
harbour dues at Balbriggan were £390, and 
the Board had expended £490 on maintenance 
and renovation. They could not afford to 
provide all the cost of dredging. That in- 
formation had been communicated to the 
proper authorities. He considered that the 
sending of á letter by the Department was 
a very stupid business, in view of the 
explanations given. 

Mr. Hewat said that it should be made 
perfectly clear to the Board of Works and 
the Department of Lands and Fisheries that, 
unless half the cost of dredging was provided, 
as usual, there would bé@ no alternative to 
closing the harbour. 

Mr. McGloughlin said that the Board would 
manage to contribute half the cost, and it 
was decided to inform the Department of 
Lands and Fisheries of that fact. 

The Lord Mavor then protested against the 
creation of a refuse dump at East Wail unless 
every step was taken to ensure that no 
objectionable matter was deposited there. It 
was a very populous area, and he demanded 
that every care should be taken to make 
arrangements that would make it certaih 
that the dumps would not become a menace 
to the district.

Morris owners sink into the soft, well-sprung 
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ERY interesting to motorists are the 
completely successful developments 
which have recently taken place in regard 
to aeroplane engine construction. Safety 
and economy are the two big things which 
the new design of engine has made pos- 
gible, and there is now no doubt but that 
before long the horror of fire and ex- 
plosion in aeroplanes and motor cars alike 
will be things of the past. 
Petrol fuel has always been the prime 
source of danger, not only in aviation, 
but in motoring. In the case of flying 
failure of the engine for even a few 
seconds generally ends in disaster. During 
the past two years no less than forty per 
cent. of the aviation fatalitics have been 
due to causes connected with fuel supplies ; 
while in motoring a bump against a 
stationary object, a collision with a car 
or even a skid is sufficient to set up a fire. 


THE PRESENT-DAY ENGINE. 

The present type of aeroplane and motor 
engine has undoubtedly made tremendous 
rogress during the last fifteen years. It 
te increased its power output and its 
reliability ; but the risk of fire, which 1s 
always present in petrol-fed engines, has 
been altogether responsible for the com- 
paratively slow progress shown in aviation 
development. Engineers who have for 
long recognised this drawback and have 
been engaged since pre-war days in trying 
to find a remedy have now found the 
solution in a semi-Diesel type of engine. 

The five prime needs in commercial avia- 
tion are; larger aeroplanes, greater com- 
fort for passengers, speed, safety and 
economy. With the use of the normal 
type of aeroplane which is fuelled with 
petrol, the first three considerations could 
only be realised at the cost of the last two. 
Safety and economy are principally a 
matter of engine and fuel, and very in- 
teresting developments have taken place 
along these lines in the last couple of 
months. There has been completed 
an entirely new type of = engine, 
which gives a greater degree of 
reliability, develops more power, and 
at the same time uses a very cheap 
and practically inflammable fuel. 


CRUDE OIL EXPERIMENTS. 

Crude oil engines for aircraft are now 
being produced in Germany, and a similar 
type of engine has been mastered by 
British and American engineers. 

The Diesel engine, which has proved so 
successful for stationary and marine pur- 
poses, has led to this new development, 
and from it has been produced a high- 
speed two-stroke heavy oil engine. This 
new product has a net weight of 2.2 Ibs. 
per horse power at 1,600 revolutions per 
minute. It is known as the Junkers unit 
and has already passed the official inter- 
national safety tests. It has also been 
officially certified for use in aviation, and 
already: orders have been r-ceived for a 
number of engines to be used son freight 
planes. :

It has, for instance, a con- 
sumption of only 5.3 ounces of fuel per 
horse power hour, as against an average of 
eight ounces of fuel for the petrol engine. 
Thus the same weight of fuel will suffice for 
a non-stop flight of 3,650 miles with the 
Junker engine, as against only 2,500 miles 
with a petrol engine. 

Its bearing on the practicability of long 
flights such as those across the Atlantic 
is at once obvious. By fitting the new 
type of engine to a normal Junkers aero- 
plane the cruising radius of the machine 
is increased from 2,500 miles to 3,700 
miles, while the saving in weight will 
allow of the carrying of more passengers 
or more freight. The engine develops 750 
h.p. at 1,600 revolutions, and its. total 
weight is 1,760 pounds. 


CAR ENGINE DESIGN, 


The new engine marks a very important 
step in the history of aviation, while its 
influence on motor-car engine design will 
be no less important. All petrol-ied en- 
gines now operate on the four-stroke cycle 
principle, but in the laboratories and in 
the experimenting departments of high- 
powered car manufacturers tests are 
reguiarly being carried out with Diesel, 
semi-Diesel, fuel injection, air injection, 
and other engines intended for heavy oil 
fuel. Many eminent engineers are of 
opinion that the only thing to prevent 
the heavy oil-burning engine coming into 
general use for motor cars in the very 
near future is the fact that the mechanics 
in every country are so accustomed to 
the present type of engine that they will 
be slow to introduce a design, even 
though that design is undeniably better 
than what is in use to-day. 

Scientists, however, are never content, 
and when it is considered that even our 
theoretically perfect engine of to-day de 


livers only about twenty-five per cent. of 


efficiency, it will readily be understood 
that the opportunities for invention are 
there, and that further improvements will 
come in due course.

A DOCTOR'S FEE. 


——— 


ACTION AGAINST CIVIL 
SERVICE GUILD MEMBER. 


A cass of importance to the medical pro- 
fession and other professions having agree- 
ments as to fees and charges with the Civil 
Service Guild was heard before District 
Justice Reddin at Kilmainham yesterday, 
when Dr. Henry Benson Goulding, Rath. 
mines road, Dublin, sued Mortimer O’Brisn, 
Churchtown road, Dundrum, for £5 5s. for 
medical attendance on his wife. 

Mr. Fintan Lalor, solicitor, who defended, 
said that the defendant was a civil servant, 
and as such was a member of the Civil 
Service Guild. Dr. Goulding was a panel 
doctor, and his fee in confinement cases was 
£3 ós. for members of the Guild. ‘Whe de- 
fendant offered Dr. Goulding this sum, but 
it was refused. 

Dr. Goulding, in reply to Mr. Lalor, said 
he did not know that the defendant was a 
civil servant when he was called by him to 
attend his wife. He would not have accepted 
the case at all for a fee of three guineas 
owing to the distance. His fee was five 
guineas. 

Mr. Lalor—And you, as a panel doctor, 
say you can refuse any case you like to? 

Dr. Goulding—Certainly. 

Replying to the Justice, the witness said 
that it was months after the child was 
born that the defendant’s wife wrote to 
him saying that her husband was a member 
of the Civil Service Guild. 

In reply to his solicitor, Mr. S. D. Lambert, 
the witness said that he would, of course, 
attend any cases in his neighbourhood, but 
not cases far away. 

The defendant said that he learned that 
Dr. Goulding’s fee in confinement cases for 
memters of the Civil Service Guild was three 
guineas. When he first met Dr. Goulding he 
told him that he was a civil servant, but 
did not say that he was a member of the 
Guild. If he bought a suit of clothes it 
would not be necessary to tell the shop- 
keeper than he was a member of the Guild 
until he was paying his bill. Then he would 
get the usual 10 per cent. discount. 

Dr. Goulding here intervened, and said 
that it was wrong to say that he had been 
offered a fee of three guineas. 

The defendant then said that he had asked 
Dr. Goulding’s solicitor (Mr. Lambert) Jf 
the doctor would accept three guineas, and 
he understood that Mr. Lambert was referring 
the matter to Dr. Goulding. He was willing 
to pay three guineas. ! 

The Justice said that the case was one of 
importance, not only to members of the Civil 
Service Guild, but also to members of the 
medical profession and other professions con- 
nected with the Guild. He was satisfied 
that members of the Guild appeared to have 
a specific contract with doctors. He was 
also satisfied that there must be a declaration 
of status by members of the Guild, and their 
membership card was not to be ' kept up 
their sleeve’’ until the settling of accounts. 

With regard to the argument that a panel 
doctor had no right to refuse to attend a 
case, if this were so, a civil servant might 
come from Cork to Dublin and compel Dr. 
Goulding to go to Cork to attend his wife 
for a fee of £3 3s., which, of course, would 
be absurd. 

He (the Justice) was satisfied that defend 
ant had engaged Dr. Goulding as an ordinary 
citizen, and not as a member of the Civil 
Service Guild. He accordingly granted a 
decree for £5 5s. and costs. 

He added that he knew that it was only 
on a suestion of principle by both parties 
that the case came on.

N this portly and somewhat Ab Se H 
I volume, pared rodu by the 
University of California Press, is containéd 
the life-story of a man who was born in 
Belfast ninety-one years ago, and 
emigrated to the United States after the 
Fenian Rising of 1867. An ironmoulder 


by trade, Fhank Roney would seem to 


have been an exceptional man in almost 
every respect, and the story of his vicis- 
situdes; in Ireland and) America is ‘Most 
intriguing. That the story would have 
been better if it had been subjected to 
reater compression is the belief of at 
Fonst one readér, but even its 564 pages do 
not blunt a desire for more. It is the 
story of a workman, written by himself 
in his own language, and, as such, it is a 
document worthy of a place on the shelves’ 
of everyone va thant § in labour affairs 
or in economic history. 

The manuscript came into the hands of 
Miss Ira B. Cross in the early winter of 
1924, when its author was in failing 
health. It was then an unwieldy mass— 
without either shape or design—which the 
old man had written mainly from his 
memories of the stirring events, in which 
he had taken a prominent part. 

Frank Roney was born in Belfast ‘on 
the 13th of August, 1841, the eldest of 
a family of eight. His father was a 
member of the first trade union for 
carpenters’ formed in Belfast,’ and for 
some time he was its secretary. His 
grandfather was one of the founders of 
the United Irishmen, and fought as a 
captain at Saintfield and Ballynahinch 
under Henry Munroe. ‘‘ Although there 
had been a price set for his capture,’’ says 
Roney, “he escaped with the. aid and 
connivance of. the.Masonic. fraternity,.of 
which he was a member.’’ This man en- 
gaged in the tobacco business im Belfast, 
obtaining supplies through smuggling 
operations centred in the Isle of Man, 
which seems to have been the ideal place 
for such operations in those far-off days. 

Of his early school days Roney says: 
‘‘In every neighbourhood at the time 
there was at least one school, conducted 
by a woman more or less qualified, to 
which the youngsters, were sent to receive 
the elements of education. Such schools 
were in part fashioned after our 
kindergartens of to-day according to the 
whims and methods of the self-appointed 
teachers. The teachers were responsible 
only to the parents, and imparted their 
knowledge, such as it was, in a slipshod 
way, without system, and, as a result, 
without making much headway with their 
pupils. The main object was to keep the 
children off the streets, and, if they 
acquired knowledge, well and good ; if not, 
no especial harm was done.” 

Born Presbyterians, both his parents 
later became Catholics, but his own son 
became a member of the Orange Order, 
which he describes as “ the foulest blot 
upon his country.” His experiences as an 
apprentice and journeyman ironmoulder 
in Belfast and Dublin were thrilling, as 
were his adventures as a Fenian organiser. 
He records how the armoury of the Antrim 
Militia was placed in the control of the 
1.R.B., and states that ‘‘ Belfast was never 
in such condition for a successful rebellion 
as it was at that period and up to 1865.” 
His organising activities led to his arrest, 
and after periods in prison in both Dublin 
and Belfast he was released.on condition 
that he left Ireland at once. He decided 
to go to America. 

Almost as soon as lie Janded in New 
York he had an experience which proved 
that he had come to no land of milk and 
honey, although he records that :— “In New 
York I had not yet seen any of the hard- 
ships or distress so glaringly prevalent in 
the large English and Irish towns.’’ Drift- 
ing west with the aftermath of the Civil 
War, he found himself ultimately placed 
in San Francisco, and it was in that city 
that the greater part of his activities on 
the part of labour were concentrated. As 
early as 1869 he had outlined a plan for 
the federation of American Labour 
Organisations, which later came into being 
as the most powerful labour organisation 
in America, and to-day is one of the most 
powerful movements of its kind in the 
world. At the age of 76 he was still the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Los Angeles 
Metal Trades Council, so that almost te 
the end of his long life he was a fighter 
“for any good cause at all,” as his teacher, 
Thomas Davis, would have wished him to 
be. In 1916 the action of a son seems to 
have left him without resources, ‘‘ penni- 
less, as well as homeless, and without 
employment,” and he died on 24th 
February, 1925, at the age of 84. His 
autobiography is one of the most interest- 
ing books of its kind.

Another twenty 
pages are given to aeronautics, and in a 
concisé article of eight hundred words the 
story of Belfast is told. There is a lengthy 
account of Canada’s. history, her - 
dustries and institutions, and a biography 
of President Cosgrave which brings his 
career up to his visit to the United 
States. These references show that the 
work is not a mere scrap-book, hurriedly 
pieced together, but an encyclopedia in 
the real sense of the word. 

The complete Everyman’s Encyclo- 
piedia will contain nearly ten thousand 
pages well printed on excellent paper. It 
is profusely illustrated, and the binding 
is good. It will be a handsome and useful 
addition to any library.

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LETTER from the Free State 

‘Department of Finance enclosing a 
copy of a communication addressed to the 
Secretary, Staff side of the Civil Service 
Representative Council, has been under 
consideration by the Cost of Living Bonus 
Joint Committee. The letter indicated 
that the Minister for Finance would be 
prepared, up to Friday next, to receive a 
deputation of four or five serving civil 
servants, representative of the different 
grades, in order to hear their views on 
the subject of the bonus. 

The Committee, having regard to certain 
statements which had appeared in the 
Press indicating that the Minister had 
already decided to enforce the September 
cut without reference to the views of the 
service, and that the terms of his letter 
wouid exclude the leading officials of the 
largest associations in the service from the 
deputation, decided that no useful purpose 
would be served by the suggested inter- 
view unless the Minister would agree to 
alter his decision on the points referred 
to. | 

Strong resentment of the Minister’s 
attitude towards the accredited representa- 
tive of the service was seit especi- 
ally having regard to the view expressed 
in the Dail that the bonus question 
should be the subject of a thorough in- 
vestigation, and that machinery acceptable 
to the service should be established for 
the investigation and redress of service 
grievances. 

It was regarded as rather extraordinary 
that the Minister should, for the past 
two years, have persistently refused to 
receive a deputation from the committee 
representative of the whole of the service, 
and that now, at the eleventh hour, when 
presumably he has made up his mind to 
enforce the cut, he should consent to 
receive a deputation with reservations as 
to how the deputation should be com- 
posed.

A Beggar’s Paradise. 


Ireland at one time enjoyed an un- 
enviable reputation for the number of its 
beggars, but I see that the City of Vienna 
must be granted the modern record in this 
direction. Recent inquiries by the authori- 
ties there have revealed the fact that 
mendicancy is carried on as a prosperous 
profession. One “' professional ’’ beggar, 
it appears, has a banking account, into 
which he requests his patrons to pay their 
contributions direct—in order to save 
postage—while another is stated to have 
three girl secretaries, whom he keeps hard 
at work all day dealing with his corre- 
spondence. In a recent case in the courts 
it was shown that the familiar figures who 
go from table to table in Vienna cafés 
offering stationery, court plaster, or 
matches to the public are in this man’s 
employ. His income is as much as that of 
a State official. 

The Vienna police have, so far, tolerated 
these practices, and there is even a class of 
disabled beggars who receive _ licences 
and proudly describe themselves as 
‘ authorised beggars.’’ The housewife pays 
tribute to the beggars on whose “' beat ”’ 
she is, while nearly every shopkeeper 
keeps a bowl filled with coppers handy, 
from which, if he is absent, the im- 
portunate caller can help himself on the 
recognised day of his visit. 


Heard at the “ Zoo.” 


During a recent visit to the Zoological 
Gardens, I happened to be one of a small 
crowd that was mightily amused by the 
tricks of the young female elephant. This 
particular beast is always sure of an 
audience, and she never seems to grow 
weary of.consuming potatoes bought from 
the keeper with pennies obtained from the 
spectators. On this occasion, however, 
the kangaroo, whose enclosure is next to 
the elephant house, began to resent the 
attention paid to the latter, and proceeded 
to give a performance of his own—a series 
of rapid vertical hops’in which the toes 
and the first joint of the hind Jegs struck 
the ground at the same time.- After a 
little while this effort was olserved by + 
young woman, whose home town may he 
somewhere in the vicinity of Liverpool, 
but who had obviously never seei. such an 
animal before.

There are many people whose work 
is not finished until five or half-past five, 
who would, I am sure, be glad to spend a 
couple of hours in this pleasant resort dur- 
ing the long summer evenings. 


Howlers. 


Most, of the howlers which find their way 
into print display, in fact, a mental in- 
genuity on the part of their perpetfator, 
and sometimes are ben trovati of really 
witty men. The rendering of the expres- 
sion, “ poste restante,’’ as “ a bar for post- 
men to rest at,’’ suggests a sly impeach- 
ment of an abispeathalie body of men, 
rather than bona fide error. There are, 
however, actions outside the sphere of 
examining bodies which bear the hall-mark 
of the true solecism. I came across such 
a one the other day. Lounging in a deck 
chair at a seaside resort, 1 entered into 


conversation with a woman who was stay- 
ing with her children at the same hotel. 
The family were on their way to bathe, 
and, observing among the paraphernalia 
usual to the occasion a bottle of disinfect- 
ing fluid, I was curious enough to draw 
attention to it, and to ask why she was 
carrying it. ‘‘ Well, you know, replied 
the worthy matron, “ there are all sorts 
using the beach to bathe from, so I always 
sprinkle a little disinfectant in the surf 
where the children go in.” 


Ode to Nelson. 


A discovery of considerable interest to 
art and literary circles has just been made 
in Vienna.. It consists of an ode of 17 
strophes, composed by Miss Cornelia 
Knight, daughter of Admiral Sir Joseph 
Knight, in honour of Nelson. It was in- 
tended to be a commemorative ode of 
Nelson’s victory of the Nile, when his Fleet 
cut Napoleon off from the sea and com- 
pletely altered the French Emperor's 
Egyptian campaign. The ode was used by 
Haydn when Nelson visited Vienna. Ten 
of the strophes in altered sequence 
Haydn set to music in a song which Lady 
Hamilton sang publicly in Vienna in 
honour of her hero. Only two copies of 
the ode were made originally, and these 
were believed to have been lost irretriev- 
ably. Miss’ Knight recorded one strophe 
in her autobiography, but the rest were 
regarded as lost for ever. Not even the 
British Museum was in possession of a 
copy. Vienna has now turned out to be 
the resting place of the two missing copies, 
and both were discovered by Professor 
Otto Erich Deutsch. Professor Deutsch 
found the first lying in the archives of the 
University of Vienna. It had been bought 
from an antiquary for less than se 
The second copy was discovered shortly 
afterwards by the same man in the former 
imperial archives of the Habsburgs, to 
whose library Nelson himself had pre- 
sented it, with the inscribed dedication, 
‘‘ From Bronte, Nelson of the Nile.’’ 


The Legs of Man. 


I see that the old question of the origin 
of the legs in the device of the Isle of Man 
has cropped up again. They would seem 
to arise from a Saxon misconception into 
which no Gael wou!d have fallen. Irishman 
and Scot know well that the name of Man 
reached the island from association with 
Mananan MaclLir, who figures as the god 
of the sea, or his son who tends the foam- 
flocked “ sheep of the sea ' there—a herd 
similar to Poseidon’s white-maned sea- 
horses—for his father. The Saxon, how- 
ever, aware of the device, but not of the 
divinity, attached legs. The symbol is not 
Gaelic, but Norse, and the legs are not 
legs, but a hammer. Moreover, there are 
not really three, but one, and it in motion ; 
for the fashion of duplication was an 
contrivance, reminiscent of the 
slow-motion cinematograph, to exhibit 
movement. The Legs of Man, then, are 
the hammer of Thor, and recall the time 
when the Isle of Man was a Viking arsenal, 
from which, indeed, Sven Forkbeard hoped 
to dominate the coasts of Europe—a 
scheme which was given its death-blow by 
the army of Brian Boru on the field of 
Clontarf

A SAD END. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sir,—I desire, with your permission, to 
bring before the public conscience the details 
of a tragedy of which I witnessed the final 
stages. Yesterday morning an old widow 
woman in a remote part of Co. Clare was 
evicted by order of the Laud Commission, 
presumably for non-payment of arrears. As 
she was absolutely alone in the world. and 
known to be unsound in mind, the relieving 
officer sna gre to Ennis for the ambulance 
to take her to the County Home; and 
the driver started on the fifteen mile 
journey. Before they had gone more than 
a short distance she succeeded in forcing the 
lock and must have jumped out, and the 
driver, to whom no blame can reasonably be 
attached, did not miss her for a couple of 
miles. 

Workmen found her lying in a pool of 
blood in the middle of the road, and sent 
for the Civic Guards. They promptly tele- 
phoned for a doctor and came to the scene 
of the accident which my party had already 
reached. When the ambulance returned to 
look for her we got her into it again, bleed- 
ing and unconscious. After some inevitable 
delay the doctor arrived, only to pronounce 
the case hopeless and to send her on to 
Ennis. She was dead long before she 
arrived, 

The point is that such an accident could 
not have occurred had an attendant been 
sent in the ambulance, and it was left to a 
chance passer-by to go with the poor crea- 
ture while she was breathing her last. The 
danger of this practice of sending out an 
ambulance without an attendant is obvious, 
not merely in the case of a deranged or 
delirious patient, but also in that of a 
patient in a weak state needing care during 
a long journey over rough roads, The driver 
must concentrate on his duty, and would be 
helpless in case of accident or collapse, 

For the poor woman yesterday her end 
released her from a miserable life; but: the 
manner of her exit is surely a disgrace in 
any country professing and calling itself 
Christian. We pay rates and taxes for such 
public services, and to economise the small ex- 
pense of an ambulance attendant is surely 
criminal.—Yours, etc.,

' E appointment by the Primate 

of Archdeacon Shirley to represent 
the Church of Ireland on the Committee 
of Management of Stranmillis Training 
College should have an important bearing 
on the final settlement of the dispute 
relative to the claims of the clergy to have 
a part in the government of the college. 
The Joint Education Committee of the 
Protestant Churches demands that their 
representatives shall have a “' status in 
every respect similar to that of the other 
members.’’

The Prime Minister invited the heads of 
the three Protestant Churches to nominate 
representatives to act on the committee, 
when it was found necessary to summon 
them in the interests of the moral and 
religious well-being of the student, but 
the Joint Committee has again expressed 
general dissatisfaction and disappointment 
at Lord Craigavon’s proposals. It will be 
recalled that the Primate, in a letter to the 
Press some time ago, said that “ there 
is a grave danger, if the demand made 
by the committee of the Protestant 
Churches is conceded in the form in which 
it is presented, that we shall see our new 
education authority go the way of the old 
National Board; for one step leads to

The action of His Grace in appointing 
one of his clergy to act on the committee 
in conformity with the terms offered by 
the Government has not, therefore, caused 
any surprise unless among those who 
demand the absolute fulfilment of a pledge 
given by the Minister of Education on the 
eve of thé last general election. The old 
committee preferred extinction to the 
introduction of a denominational 
atmosphere. 

The new situation has been considered 
by the Joint Education Committee, and 
at a meeting yesterday it was decided to 
seek further information from the Prime 
Minister on the subject. A private letter 
is to be sent to him containing a series of 
questions, and it is to be hoped that tha 
answers will bring this unpleasant con- 
troversy to a close. 


THE COOTEHILL SENSATION. 


There was a good deal of excitement in 
Belfast yesterday when the news came 
through regarding the sensational inci- 
dents at Cootehill, in County Cavan, and 
for some time it was thought that there 
was a regular insurrection or uprising by 
the Republican forces. The wildest rumours 
were flying about, and there was a sigh 
of relief when it became known that order 
had been restored and that no one had 
been hurt. The prompt action of the Free 
State authorities in dealing with the 
situation was generally coiimended, as 
showing the determination of the 
Southern Government to preserve 
the peace, and the avoidance of a 
conflict between troops and rioters gave 
evidence of wisdom in command. The 
reason given for all this trouble was the 
intention to hold an Orange demonstration 
at Cootehill. This meeting was prohibited 
by the Republicans, and certainly they 
took effective measures to impose their will 
on the processionists., 


THE OLD STORY. 


The temperance reformers of the Six 
Counties have renewed their campaign in 
favour of local option, the preliminary 
stage in the crusade for total prohibition, 
nm open-air meetings are being held to 
further their cause. There is nothing new 
in the story they have to tell. It is 
admitted that the Government has done 
many good things in its legislation dealing 
with the liquor problem, but notwithstand- 
ing obvious improvements protests are still 
being made against the policy of the 
Unionist parliamentary leaders in “ per- 
mitting the licensed traffic to cause such 
sorrow, shame, disgrace and loss of life as 
it has been doing, and is doing, to-day.”’ 

Perhaps, in no other country has temper- 
ance legislation progressed so rapidly in 
recent times as in Ulster. The licensed 
trader has virtually been wiped out, the 
bona-fide traveller has disappeared, and 
the consumption of alcoholic drinks has 
decreased by at least one-third. The dark 
patente which has Sn bhi of Ulster 
eing in the grip of “ Ring Bung ” does 
not appear te have any foundation in fact, 
and, to the great majority of the com- 


munity, the picture houses and the gre ye 
hound racing enclosures seem to have a 
much greater attraction than the public.

HE Coroner (Dr. J. H. Counihan) and 
ff a jury of eight spent two hours yester- | 
day m the County Hospital, is, 
investigating a singular accident, of which 
the victim was a widew, Mrs. Mary Anne 
hidd (65), of Violet Hill, Broadford. She 
had lived alone, and had no relatives in the ‘ 
district. Actang on a judgment obtained by 
the Land Commission and a Mr. Vaughan, 
the Sheriff (Mr. P. J. McQuaid) evicted her 
from her holding on Tuesday, As the woman 
had been certified a “ harmless insane,”’ who 
should be removed to the imbecile wards of 
the Coumty Home at Ennis, the Sheriff 
expected that the ambulance would attend 
the eviction with a nurse to accompany the 
patient. The ambulance attended, but there 
vas no nugse. 

In the presence of the Home Assistance 
Officer (Mir. John Millane) Mrs. Kidd was 
placed in the ambulance, and was locked in. 
she ambulance, which is a motor vehicle, 
drove off, and had travelled about 2, miles 
when a pedestrian held up his hand as a 
warning to the driver to stop. On doing 
so, the driver found that the door of the 
ambulance was open and the patient was 
missing. 


LYING ON ROADWAY. 


Going back about a mile he found the 
patient lying on the roadway, bleeding, and 
surrounded by a group of ladies. Medical 
assistance was summoned, and it was found 
that the ‘unfortunate woman’s skull was 
ractured, and that she was dying. One of 
the ladies who had halted at the rcene—the 
Hon. Miss Wynne~—volunteered to travel with 
the dying woman to the County Hospital, 
and did so. The patient was again put in 
the ambulance, but died on the way to 
Ennis. 

At the inquest the presumption was that 
Mrs. Kidd, who objected to her committal 
io the County Home, threw herself violently 
igainsts the ambulance door, thus forcing the 
lock, and was hurled against the roadway 

th terrible force as the vehicle sped on its 
Way. 

Sergeant Denis Lacey, Broadford, said that 
Mrs. Kidd was excited and annoyed at the 
eviction, and some force had to be used to 
put her into the ambulance. 

Mr. John Millane, Home Assistance Officer, 
said that he had got a ticket for Mrs. Kidd’s 
admission to the County Home as a “ harm- 
less imsane.”” Prior‘to that, and, at the 
request of several ratepayers, he had inter- 
viewed the Rev. Mr. Kerr, the Protestant 
rector of Kilkishen, with the view of getting 
the woman admitted to the Villiers Home in 
Limerick, a Protestant institution, but the 
Rector said that it might be better to have 
her put under some restraint in the County 
Home for a time and her admission to the 
\ilhers Home might be arranged later. Mrs. 
Kidd always had been harmless, and there 
did not seem to be any necessity to get an 
attendant to travel with her in the ambu- 
lance.

DRIVER’S EVIDENCE.

ETAILS of a shocking accident were 
D given at the maquest in Waterford 

to-day on the body of William Fahy 
(18), who died on his way to hospital last 
might suffering from extensive wounds fol- 
lowing an: explosion in a coal house at the | 
rere of Mr. Thomas Sheedy’s premises, Bally- 
bricken. The weunds were caused by the 
detonator of a 25ib. shell, which was pro- 
duced at the inquest. 

Catherine O'Neill, housekeeper to Mr, 
Thomas Sheedy, stated that the deceased boy 
went ovt to ‘the coal house in the yard 
shortly before six o'clock for a supply of 
coal. While he was there she-heard tapping, 
as if the deceased boy was breaking coals. 
After the third tap she heard a loud ex- 
plosion, and, running out to the coal house, 
she saw the deceased boy stagger towards 
the door and fall. Witness saw that his left 
hand was off, and his left thigh bleeding 

James Donovan, nephew, and an employé 
of Thomas Sheedy, stated that he saw a shell 
nose-cap . (produced) in his. uncle’s stores, 
No. 44 Ballybricken. as far back as 1919. 
He -could not say how it got te No. 5, 
where the accident took place. When he 
entered the coal house he saw smoke. 

“1 AM DYING.” 

When bringing the boy out of the coal 
house Fahy said:—‘‘ I am dying. Deceased 
was employed by Mr. Sheedy as messenger. 

in revly to a question, he said that his 
uncle, w was a pawnbroker, dealt in 
sporting cartridges and guns, but not ex- 
plosives of a mulitary character. 

He was aware that there was a siege in 
Waterford in 1922, when some shells were 
fired into the city. 

Dr. Philip Purcell stated that when he 
examined the boy he found that he was 
severely wounded. ‘The whole of the left 
hand was blown away from the wrist, and 
he was severely wounded in the leg and 
thigh. When placed in the ambulance he 
was in a dangerous condition. Death was 
caused by shock and hxmorrhage, following 
extensive wounds from some high explosive. 

Dr. V. J. White, T.D., gave similar 
evidence. 

Sergeant Thomas Murphy, who made a 
search of the coal house, said that he found 
two large pools of blood on the floor. He

Retrenchment. 

The Socialist Ministers have taken a 
long time to recognise Great Britain’s way 
of salvation, but at last it appears to 
have opened before their eyes. Yesterday 
the Cabinet Committee which was 
appointed to consider the May economy 
report reached a_ vitally important 
decision and endorsed a vitally important 
The five Ministers composing 
that committee—Messrs. Macdonald. 
Snowden, Henderso::, Thomas and 
Graham—admitted that Britain’s financial 
security and her credit in foreign 
eyes demanded drastic reductions in 
public expenditure. What influences 
have moved a notoriously spend- 
thrift Government to acknowledge this 
necessity can only be guessed; but it is 
evident that stern pressure, apart from 
the country’s general economic plight, 
must have been brought to bear. At all 
events, the principle of econcmy is 
established, and the first obstacle to 
Britain’s redemption has been overcome. 
Mr. Macdonald and his colleagues have 
agreed that next year’s Budget must he 
balanced at all costs. Virtually they have 
promised that it shall not be balanced by 
the traditional practice of Socialist 
Ministers—that is to say, by the 
imposition of increasingly heavy burdens 
on one section of the community. On 
Monday next the Committee will meet 
again to “study the road,” and on 
Wednesday they will lay definite | :oposals 
for economy before the Cabinet. If these 
proposals are such as to involve legislation 
—in this case, they may be embodied in a 
new Finance Bill—a special session of 
Parliament probably will be convened to

consider them. 
Government intends to 
Opposition parties, but it will assume full 
responsibility, and thus cannot blame the 
Opposition if things do not turn out 
according to plan. If the reforms are 
such as they are represented to be--if 
they “observe the principle enunciated at 
yesterday’s meeting—the Opposition’s 
support may be presumed. 

What is this principle? Briefly stated, 
it demands that, in order to balance the 
Budget, equal sacrifices and equal effort 
shall be made by all sections of the com- 
munity. The May report outlined a plan 
for such equality, and we must suppose 
that the Cabinet Committee’s proposals 
will be in fairly close accord. One thing 
is certain. If the Government, through 
fear of its supporters, tries to whittle 
down the report’s recommendations, its 
efforts at economy will be worse than 
useless ; they will serve no helpful purpose 
and they will increase foreign distrust of 
Britain’s repentance. To remedy a deficit 
of £120,000,000 will demand such financial 
sacrifices as Britain never before has made 
in times of peace. No single class of the 
community can provide this colossal sum. 
Any attempt to meet it by fresh and dis- 
proportionate taxation of the wealthy 
classes will result only in a final 
discouragement of. industrial enterprise, 
already discouraged almost to the point 
of collapse. The middle classes, who have 
been England’s backbone throughout the 
centuries, can be trusted to play their 
part loyally and well, so long as they see 
that the Government does not intend to 
make them scapegoats for the whole com- 
munity. Opposition mus‘ be _ feared 
mainly from the unemploved, who, by 
the political bribery of the dole, have 
become Britain’s heaviest burden. The 
original economy committee stated frankly 
that no real saving could be effected 
without a considerable reduction in the 
unemployment . insurance fund—which, 
indeed, amounted to more than half of 
the contemplated saving. When this blot 


upon the British financial system has 


been removed, then—and only then—will 
scheme for a huge

Mr, Gandhi Sits Out. 


Mr. Gandhi will not come to London. 
Yesterday the Working Committee of the 
All-India Congress Party decided that it 
would not co-operate in the forthcoming 
Round Table Conference, and the result 
of this decision crystaliises itself into the 
fact that the Mahatma will be absent. 
“ As far as I know, and as far as 
the Working Committee is concerned,”’ 
he said in an ““ there 
is no question of re-opening the negotia- 
tions—that is if you mean the negotiations 


interview, 


regarding Congress representation at the 
Round Table Conference.” Such words 
scarcely are final. On the contrary, ‘they 
suggest the technique of the bazaars, where 
bargaining is an inherited art. Congress 
and Mr. Gandhi, in pursuit’ of world 
sympathy for their arguments, have 
deplored publicly that the India Govern- 
ment was not more amenable to their 
demands “ for the sake of the great issues 
that were at stake ; and that a settlement, 
so vital to India and Great Britain, has 
been jeopardised over a dispute arising 
out of a matter of administration and 
not of principle.”’ It is true that this 
dispute, in a measure, related to admini- 
stration, in that it involved the collection 
of land revenues and alleged technical 
infringements of the Irwin-Gandhi pact 
in Gujerat and elsewhere. More widely, 
however, principle was at stake, since the 
Government’s refusal to submit out- 
standing quarrels to an impartial tribunal 
wis reasonable in an authority which 


‘sought no external buttressing when it 
undertook ceftain obligations to the 
heterogeneous populace of Hindustan long 
years ago. | 
The waywardness of the Congress Party 
has confronted the Imperial Government 
with a simple, if embarrassing, issue. In 
the first place, no esoterically bedraped 
Mahatma will breathe Vedic wisdom into 
the Round Table Conference’s counsels. 
Indeed—and desirably—the. Conference 
will be compelled to function without the 
aid of Hindu eloquence. Moreover, it will 
be unable to shift upon Congress's 
shoulders the burdens which peculiarly are 
the responsibility of Britain. Congress, 
which has avowed its fitness to share these 
loads, has refused in a petulant moment to 
assist. No obvious gesture, therefore, will 
be ready to the hand of Mr. Macdonald’s 
gesture-loving Cabinet. Secondly—and 
this consideration is less welcome—Mr. 
Gandhi's boycott of the Conference 
threatens a return to Indian disorder 
under the high-sounding title of civil dis- 
obedience. Although Mr. Gandhi has stated 
that there is no intention to resume passive 
resistance immediately, his disclaimer con- 
tains a menace that its revival will not be 
deferred indefinitely. In fact, of course, 
the return of civil disobedience is inevit- 
able unless some improbable accommoda- 
tion is achieved. We are not in favour of 
such a miracle, since we believe that the 
issue has returned to the point whence it 
never ought to have departed. Britain's 
duty is to govern India. She has given 
certain promises of federal development, 
foreshadowing an ultimate Dominion 
status, and these promises she must fulfil. 
Mr. Gandhi, who might have helped, has 
preferred to foster pettifogging grievances. 
In these circumstances, England’s course 
is clear. Regardless of Mahatmas and 
Congresses, she must tread firmly to the 
goal which she has set for herself, and 
must suffer no interference from any one 
section of India’s three hundred millions.

spoken prose all his life and never had 
realised the fact. A speech made at the 
Oxford Summer School of Music, however, 
reminds us that his unconscious prose may 
not have been good. ‘‘ Our consideration 
of. the art of speaking,’’ the lecturer in- 
forms us, ‘‘ has become rather narrow. 
We think of speech merely as a frill, 
whereas it should be a reyular part of our 
school work.” The art of rhetoric never 
has been naturalised among English- 
speaking nations. During the eighteenth 
century our parliamentarians, indeed, con- 
trived, in some measure, to recapture the 
golden utterance of the Greeks and 
Romans ; but with the rapid. spread of the 
printed word the training of the tongue in 
easy mellifluence was abandoned for the 
closer cultivation of literary style. Those 
who were confident that the formation of 
a legislative assembly in Dublin would 
lead to a renaissance in flowery speech 
were speedily undeceived. The parlia- 
mentary manner of to-day is severely 
practical. Plain speaking, as opposed to 
the airs and graces of rhetoric, is not with- 
out its supporters. The affairs of a 
country; they insist, are served best by a 
strict attention to the facts under discus- 
sion. If we grant that the debates of our 
legislators have gained in potency from 
what they have lost in art, many pro- 
fessions remain in which good speech 
is almost a necessity. Nevertheless, the 
great majority of the world continues 'n 
the use of slipshod speech. Language 
is not only for the eye, but for the tongue ; 
and, if we are not to be bereft of the 
heritage of the golden age of rhetoric, the 
spoken word must find a more prominent 
place in the curriculum of our schools. 


The English Paradox. 


In a speech in London this week Mr. 
H. A. L. Fisher has afforded t> the world 
a rare spectacle—that of an Englishman 


engaged in defence of the English 
character. The world at large has not been 
slow to seize upon certain alleged defects 
of that character; but not even his most 
carping critic has denied to the Englishman 
the saving grace of an Olympian aloofness 
which enables him to endure contumely 
in dignified silence. When other nations 
are at pains to invent and circulate stories 
about his Philistine stolidity,. he smiles 
and is still. This indifference to the 
world’s opinion, however, can be carried 


so far as to give rise to ridiculous mis- 
conceptions. Mr. Fisher has put a spoke 
in the wheel of England’s critics by the 
revelation of his countrymen as a 
curious and not altogether uninteresting 
race.” The Englishman sets out to be 
practical, but his greatest distinctions have 
been won in the field of lyrical poetry and 
landscape painting. 
an extreme radicalism, but in society he 
maintains his institutions with a fervour 
which is just as stubbornly conservative. 


He governs a large part of the earth's 
surface, but in turn he has allowed him- 
self to be governed by the Normans, the 
Welsh and the Scots. Mr. Fisher well 
might have added the Irish; for Ireland 
is the birthplace of many who have 
accomplished the peaceful conquest of 
English letters, or have led the King’s 
English to victory in a thousand battles. 
The Englishman’s love for rank also takes 
on the nature of paradox in Mr, Fisher's 
analysis. ‘‘ We have a great veneration 
for the peer,’’ he says, “ but we take care 
to tax him so heavily as to prevent his 
exercising any real measure of political 


power.

It is now learned 
that the Shell-Mex Petrol Company have 
nominated Mr. P. R. Bentley; the well- 
known British ptlot, to fly the Sports Avian 
which the company heve entered. Mr. 
Bentley will arrive with his wife at Bal- 
donnel this afternoon in the machine in which 
he will compete.

BERLIN WINE SHOP 
) PICTURE. 


ALLEGED VAN DYCK OF 
BELGIAN MINISTRY. 


From “Tug Trwrs' Conrresronnent. 

BERLIN, Thursday. 
A PICTURE, possibly by Van Dyck, 
which is alleged to have been re- 
moved from the Belgian Ministry of the 
Interior during the German occupation of 
Brussels, was seized by the police in a 
Charlotenburg wine shop to-day on infor- 
mation laid by an unemployed man, who 
claimed to have seen it in Brussels during 
his service as orderly on the staff of the 
German Governor. 
made in Brussels to find out whether such 
a picture: was missed there, but no definite 

answer has yet been received. 

The picture in question, ‘‘ A Parthian 
Battle,” has long hung in a wine shop in 
the Neue Grollmanstrasse, the proprietor 
of which was once an art dealer in Essen, 
and was later employed at the Krupp 
works there. He states that he bought 
the picture in 1916 at Dusseldorf for a 
price which he cannot now remember, 
though he thinks it ran into several thou- 
sand marks. He restored and framed the 
picture, and when he opened his wine 
shop in Berlin he hung it in the front 
room, where, according to the newspapers, 
it was much admired and discussed by the 
customers. 

Recently an unemployed man named 
Buchholz visited the wine shop, looked 
at the picture and asked its price, saying 
he might be able to find a buyer for it. 

In view of this information the picture 
was seized and taken to the Charlottenburg 
police headquarters. Here it was seen by 
an expert attached ‘to the Berlin Police 
Presidency, Dr. Daun, who gave his 
opinion that it was not a Van Dyck, but 
the work of an unknown artist of the 
Rubens school, and was probably painted 
between 1630 and 1650. 

To-morrow Dr. Iriedlander, the Director 
of the Kaiser Friedrich Museum, is to give 
a further opinion. 

The Times’ Brussels Correspondent 
learns that no such picture as ‘‘A Parthian 
Battle’’ is to be found on the list of Van 
Dyck’s works.

BALANCING THE 
BUDGET. 


The Times in a leading article to-da) 
observes:—The Government's announce 
ment, that they intend to balance the 
Budget, is good as far as it goes. The 
readiness of the Government to take their 
political opponents into consultation 18 
also good as far as it goes, but neither of 
these steps goes very far, Any attempt 
to balance the Budget by heavy, new aul 
selective taxation would not avert, but 
precipitate, the danger. The task may be 
too, great owing to years of indifference to 
the need for economy to be achieved by 
economy alone, and, indeed, that is the in- 
ference to be drawn from the report of 
the May Committee itself. But economy 
must be made to fill as much of the gap 
as possible, and for the rest, both in 
enforcing economy and in suppleimenting 
economy, the general principle must be to 
bring home to the wohle of our citizens the 
cost and consequences of national policy. 
There is no better way of impressing 
upon a democracy the need for economy 
than to spread justly, but widely, the 
burden of public expenditure so as to 
inculcate a sense of financial responsi- 
bility in the possessors of political power.

It was noticed that there was blood on 
his face. 

He is stated to be about thirty years of 
age, five feet five or six inches in height, 
and of medium build, end was wearing a 
heavy mixtured material double-breasted 
jacket suit, light grey soft hat and collar 
and tie. He carried a brown leather case 
about eighteen inches long. i

THOUSANDS OF REBELS.

From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
HAVANA, Thursday. 

“T HE scenes at the railway termini here 

to-day were reminiscent of the war 
London. Troop trains, 
laden with men, horses, guns and 
ammunition were -slowly pulling out 
towards the mountainous districts of the 
interior, where the rebels are concen- 
trating. Tense excitement prevailed and 
the departing troops left amid the cheers 
of their comrades. and the tearful fare- 
wells of their women folk, The strength 
of the rebellion may be judged from the 
fact that the Government itself reports 
that the rebel forces are concentrating in 
forty-nine places, spread throughout six 
provinces, their principal stronghold being 
in the province of Santa Clara. There 
are alarmist rumours coming from the 
interior that thousands are already under 
arms there against the Government, and 
that entire districts are seething with 
discontent. 

While the exact strength of the rebel 
forces is uncertain, the Government claim 
that they can put into the field against 
them an army of 12,500. soldiers and a 
force of two thousand marines, and that 
they can, if necessary, double these 
numbers. 


FIERCE FIGHTING. 


The Government forces have already 
hotly engaged the rebels at numerous 
points, and the distant rattle of rifle fire 
can be heard occasionally in the capital. 

In the environs of Cienfuegos a battle 
has been in progress for eight hours, but 
as vet it is not known in whose favour it 
has gone, or the extent of the casualties. 

The aged rebel general, Francisco Paraza, 
an eightv-year-old veteran of the War of 
Independence, who has taken the field on 
the rebel side, was reported killed yester- 
day, but his daughter firmly declares that 
she has had news that he is alive. 

It is rumoured here that the war 
supplies of the rebels were purchased in 
Europe and were landed in Cuba by gun- 
running vessels Jast week. The police 
report that they have seized bombs and 
ammunition of European manufacture.

A tween the jury and the Coroner when 


the inguest was resumed yesterday on the ten 
men who lost their lives in an explosion at the 
Royal Naval cordite factory at Holton Heath, 
near Wareham. ‘The inquest was held at the 
factory. 

During yesterday s proceedings the Coroner 
read portions of the report of the Court of In- 
quiry set up by the Admiralty to inquire into 
the explosion. 

The report stated that a charge was being 
started in No. 1 nitrator, when a man named 
Rogers, who was looking after No. 2 nitrator, 
wishing to run waste acid from No. 2, by 
mistake turned on the cock of No. 1. He re- 
ported his mistake, 

The Coroner (Mr. Neville Jones), summing 
up, said that it was not what Rogers did 
caused the explosion. It was in remedying 
the situation which occurred owing to his 
mistake that the explosion took place. 

After a short retirement the foreman of the 
jury said that they considered that the deaths 
were accidentally due to an explosion of nitro- 
givcerine caused through a mistake. 

The Coroner said that he felt that that was 
possibly a little unfair. The evidence of the 
Committee made it clear that it was some- 
thing that was done to remedy the mistake 
that caused the explosion. 

A Juryman—Nothing could have happened 
if the wrong cock had not been turned on. 

Another Juryman—We do not attribute 
blame to anybody. 


THREE MORE RETIREMENTS. 

At the Coroner's request the jury retired 
again. They announced that their everdict now 
was that the men met their deaths accidentally 
by an explosion caused through a mistake or 
the steps taken to rectify it. 

The Coroner said that he was not satisfied. 

After two further retirements the jury re- 
turned a verdict that the ten men met. their 
deaths accidentally oWing to an error in the 
process of manufacturing nitro-glycerine.

FIGURES FOR SEVEN 
MONTHS. 

The British Board. of Trade returns, issued 
fully yesterday, show an upward trend in 
British trade, contrasted with the figures for 
the previous month. 

That is so far satisfactory, especially as 
advances are largely due to the fact that 
Britain has exported a larger quantity of 
manufactured goods. The recóvery, slight as 
it is, is encouraging and holds out a prospect 
of better times in the future. 

Imports for July were cf the value of

pared with the figure for June. 

Exports were £354,251,650, an increase of 
£4.619,789. 

Compared with July last year, imports show

EXCITEMENT AND 
RUMOURS. 


The decision of the Working Committee 
of Congress and of Mr. Gandhi not to take 
part in the Conference was the climax of a 
day of excitement and of wild rumours. 
From early morning the sole topic of dis- 
cussion in every quarter was the attitude 
that Congress would take as a result of the 
Viceroy’s telegram, and their decision was 
eagerly awaited. 

The Viceroy’s reply to Mr. Gandhi's 
telegram yesterday, in which he appealed 
to Lord Willingdon from the decision of the 
Bombay Government, and said that it 
might be difficult for him to come to 
London, was received by Mr. Gandhi at 
2.50 p.m., and was submitted by him to 
the Working Committee of Congress, which 
met half an hour later. | 

A huge crowd had been steadily gather- 
ing all the afternoon around ‘ Mani 
Bhuvan,’’ Mr. Gandhi’s residerice in Bom- 
bay, where the Working Committee were

REASONS FOR THEIR 
DECISION, 


Immediately after the Congress. Work- 
ing Committee had reached their decision 
two other Congress delegates to the Con- 
ference, the Pandit Malaviya and Mrs. 
Sarojyini Naidu, who are closely in sym- 
pathy with the Congress movement, can- 
celled their passages to England. 

The Working Committee based their de- 
cision upon ‘‘repeated and serious breaches 
of the Delhi Pact by the Provincial 
Governments,’’ and put forward their case 
in. the following statement, which was 
issued at the end of the meeting :— 


— 


“The Committee have carefully con- 
sidered the correspondence exchanged 
between the Central Government, and the 
various Provincial Governments, on the 
one hand, and Mr. Gandhi, on the other, 
upon matters arising out of the Delhi 
settlement, and have also considéred the 
statement made by Mr. Gandhi regarding 
the events that lead to the correspondance. 

“The Working Committee notes with 
regret that there have been, in its opinion, 
repeated and, in some cases, serious 
breaches by the Provincial Governments 
of the conditions of the Delhi settlement, 
and that a stage was reached when, failing 
satisfaction, Mr. Gandhi had asked, with 


the approval of the Working Committee, 
for the appointment of an impartial 
tribunal to investigate the allegations of 
breaches of the agreement and to interpret 
the terms of settlement. 

‘* Such a request has now been refused, 
even in matters affecting the vital interests 
of the peasantry. The Committee has, 
therefore, been obliged reluctantly to come 
to the conclusion that, consistently with 
the terms of settlement and the national 
interests, Congress cannot, and should not, 
be represented at the Round Table Con- 
ference.’’ 


THE BREAKDOWN. 


There is general regret here that a 
greater spirit of accommodation was not 
shown on both for the sake of the 
great issues that were at stake, and that 
a settlement so vital to India and to 
Great Britain has been jeopardised over 
a dispute arising out of a matter of ad- 
ministration, and not of principle. 

The dispute which has arisen between 
Mr. Gandhi and the Government concerns 
the collection of land revenue in the 
Gujarat, and alleged breaches of the 
Delhi Pact between Lord Irwin and Mr. 
Gandhi. He raised the matter, in the 
first instance, with Sir Ernest Hotson, 
the Acting-Governor of Bombay, who 
replied that the grievances were not real, 
that only the ordinary law of the land 
was enforced in the collection of the 
revenue, and that no coercion had been 
used, as Mr. Gandhi alleged. He also 
denied that the Government had com- 
mitted any breaches of the Delhi Pact. 

Mr. Gandhi appealed yesterday to the 
Viceroy, Lord: Willingdon, whose reply 
was received to-day, and was of a nature 
that did not satisfy Congress. It is on 
these issues that the negotiations between 
the Government and Mr. Gandhi have 
broken down.

Most of the delegations of the Federal 
Structure Committee have already arrived 
here, and the news on the very eve of 
their sailing that Mr. Gandhi would not 
be a fellow-passenger caused them intense 
disappointment. 


OPINION IN LONDON. 


It was learned on trustworthy, authority 
on inquiry in London yesterday that the 
decision of the Indian Congress Working 
Committee not to take part in the resumed 
Round Table Conference on India, as re- 
ported yesterday, will affect the attend- 
the Conference of only one 
delegate (Gandhi); for the Congress 
has never rescinded its resolution to 
appoint him as its sole representative at 
the Conference in London. 

The decision means that the position of 
affairs will be exactly similar to that 
before the last Round Table Conference. 

There is just a possibility, however, it 
was learned last night, that other dele- 
gates may also reconsider their intention 
to take part in the deliberations. In any 
case there is no possibility of the Confer- 
ence not taking place. 

The delegates are due to sail on Satur- 
day and to assemble on September 5th. It 
is expected that the chief committee of the 
Conference—the Federal Structure Com- 
mittee—will begin work during the follow- 
ing week. The Minorities Committee and 
other bodies will meet later, and finally 
there will be.a full session of the Confer- 
ence. 

Mr. Srinivasa Sastri, who is in London, 
expressed the ‘‘ utmost sadness’’ at the 
news of the Congress’s decision. ‘‘ One or 
both sides had blundered colossally,’’ he 
said. Small matters seemed to have 
assumed tremendous importance, and the 
highest interests had been sacrificed. 

There was,still time before the Confer- 
ence for reason to assert itself, but he 
hoped that the methods of consultation 
and conciliation were not exhausted, and 
that the Government of India would 
authorise somebody on its behalf to re-open

THREE STAGES DECIDED 
i BY EXPERTS.
